Republicans may try 
to amend bill to add 
more spending cuts 

Washington 

Emergency legislation to avoid the 
economy-threatening fiscal cliff 
ran into vehement New Year’s Day 
opposition from House Republi- 
cans, casting doubt on the divid- 
ed government’s ability to pre- 
vent widespread tax increases and 
painful, across-the-board federal 
spending cuts. 

“I do not support the bill,” 
House Majority Leader Eric Can- 
tor, R-Va., said after a meeting of 
his party’s rank and file. “We are 
looking, though, for the best path 
forward.” 

As the extraordinary New Year’s 
session wore on into the evening, the 
clamor to add spending cuts to the 
measure became tempered by con- 
cerns that the Senate would refuse 
to consider any changes, sending 
the bill into limbo and saddling 
Republicans with the blame for a 
whopping middle-class tax increase. 

One Senate Democratic lead- 
ership aide said Majority Leader 
Harry Reid “will absolutely not take 
up the bill” if the House changes it. 
The legislation cleared the Senate 
hours earlier on a pre-dawn vote of 
89-8. White House aides met at the 


White House to review its progress. 

House Speaker John Boehner 
took no public position on the bill. 

It wasn’t the first time the tea 
party-infused House Republi- 
can majority has rebelled against 
the party establishment since the 
GOP took control of the chamber 
24 months ago. But with the two- 
year term set to end Thursday at 
noon, it was likely the last. And as 


was true in earlier cases of a threat- 
ened default and government shut- 
down, the brinkmanship came on 
a matter of economic urgency, leav- 
ing the party open to a public back- 
lash if tax increases do take effect. 

For aU the struggle involved in the 
legislation, even its passage would 
merely clear the way for anoth- 
er round of controversy almost as 
soon as the new Congress convenes. 


With the Treasury expected 
to need an expansion in borrow- 
ing authority by early spring, and 
funding authority for most govern- 
ment programs set to expire in late 
March, Republicans have made it 
clear they intend to use those events 
as leverage with the administra- 
tion to win savings from Medicare 
and other government benefit pro- 
grams.

What’s in the Deal 

The White House and Senate 
finalized details early Tuesday of 
their fiscal-cliff deal. Here are a 
few highlights of the bill: 

Tax rates would remain steady 
for the middle class but rise at incomes 
more than $400,000 for individuals and 
$450,000 for couples— levels higher 
than President Barack Obama had 
campaigned for in his successful drive 
for a second term in office. 

The deal would stop $24 billion in 
spending cuts set to take effect over the 
next two months, although only about 
half of that total would be offset with 
spending reductions elsewhere in the 
budget. 

Taxes on capital gains and 
dividends more than $400,000for 
individuals and $450,000 for couples 
would be taxed at 20 percent, up from 
15 percent. 

The bill would extend jobless 
benefits for the long-term unemployed 
foranadditionalyearatacostof 
$30 billion and would spend $31 billion 
to prevent a 27 percent cut in Medicare 
payments to doctors. 

$64 billion would go to renew 
tax breaks for businesses and for 
renewable energy purposes, including 
tax credits for energy-efficient 
appliances.

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study: Drinking Fructose 
Could Spur Overeating 


Atlanta 

This is your brain on sugar — for 
real. Scientists have used imaging 
tests to show for the first time that 
fructose, a sugar that saturates the 
American diet, can trigger brain 
changes that may lead to overeating. 

After drinking a fructose bev- 
erage, the brain doesn’t register 
the feeling of being full as it does 
when simple glucose is consumed, 
researchers found. 

The small study, published in 
Wednesday’s Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, does not 
prove that fructose or its relative 
high-fructose corn syrup can cause 
obesity, but experts say it adds evi- 
dence they may play a role. These 
sugars often are added to processed 
foods and beverages, and consump- 
tion has risen dramatically since 
the 1970s along with obesity. 

For the study, scientists used 
magnetic resonance imaging, or 
MRI, scans to track blood flow in 
the brains in 20 young, normal- 
weight people before and after they 
had drinks with glucose or fructose 


Not Created Equal 

All sugars are not equal — even 
though they contain the same num- 
ber of calories — because they are 
metabolized differently in the body. 
Table sugar is sucrose, which is half 
fructose, half glucose. High-fruc- 
tose corn syrup is 55 percent fruc- 
tose and 45 percent glucose. Some 
nutrition experts say this sweetener 
may pose special risks, but others 
and the industry reject that claim. 
And doctors say we eat too much 
sugar in all forms. (AP) 


in two sessions several weeks apart. 

Scans showed that drinking glu- 
cose “turns off or suppresses the 
activity of areas of the brain that 
are critical for reward and desire 
for food,” said one study leader, 
Yale University endocrinologist 
Dr. Robert Sherwin. 

With fructose, “we don’t see 
those changes,” he said. “As 
a result, the desire to eat con- 
tinues — it isn’t turned off.”

Clinton Expected to Fully Recover

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton continues to recover in a 
hospital where she’s being treated 
for a blood clot in her head. 

Her doctors say blood thinners 
are being used to dissolve the clot 
and they are confident she will 
make a full recovery. Clinton didn’t 
suffer a stroke or neurological dam- 
age from the clot that formed after 
she suffered a concussion during 
a fainting spell in mid-December, 
doctors said in a statement Monday. 

Clinton, 65, was admitted to 
New York-Presbyterian Hospital 
on Sunday when the clot turned 
up on a follow-up exam, Clinton 
spokesman Phillipe Reines said. 
The clot is located in a vein in the 
space between the brain and the

India’s Welfare ‘Game Changer’ 


Officials cheer plan 
to curb corruption 
with direct deposits 

New Delhi 

India will send billions of dollars 
in social welfare money directly to 
its poor under a new program inau- 
gurated Tuesday, aiming to cut out 
the middlemen blamed for the mas- 
sive fraud that plagues the system. 

Previously, officials only hand- 
ed out cash to the poor after taking 
a cut — if they didn’t keep all of it 
for themselves — and were known 
to enroll fake recipients or register 
unqualified people. 

The new program would see 
welfare money directly deposited 
into recipients’ bank accounts and 


require them to prove their iden- 
tity with biometric data, such as 
fingerprints. 

Finance Minister P. Chidam- 
baram has described the venture 
as “nothing less than magical,” but 
critics accuse the government of 
hastily pushing through a complex 
program in a country where mil- 
lions don’t have access to electric- 
ity or paved roads, let alone banks. 

The opposition Bharatiya Janata 
Party has accused the ruling Con- 
gress party of using the program 
to gain political mileage ahead of 
elections expected in 2014. 

The program is loosely based on 
Brazil’s widely praised Bolsa Famil- 
ia program, which has helped lift 
more than 19 million people out of 
poverty since 2003.

How It Works 

India on Tiiesday launched a 

program to give the money it would 
spend on such welfare programs as 
scholarships and pensions directly 
to the recipients. The program will 
eliminate middlemen by transfer- 
ring cash into bank accounts using 
data from a government project 
working to give every Indian identi- 
fication linked to fingerprints and 
retina scans. Eventually, the trans- 
fers are expected to help fix much 
of India's welfare spending, which is 
beset with corruption, (ap)

Metro Transit Police 
announcements are 
ineffective, some say 


Washington 

The message has accompanied 
countless Metro rides. From tun- 
nels in the District to the tracks 
across Maryland and Virginia, it’s 
always there. 

“If you are in urgent need of 
police assistance while riding in 
the Metro system, please call Metro 
Transit Police at 202-962-2121,” the 
recording says. 

But to many riders, it’s just 
background noise, no different 
from the rumbling trains and 
door chimes. 

“I hear it so often I don’t pay 
attention anymore,” said Sari Hous- 
ton, who works in Alexandria and 
lives in Northeast Washington. 

The message is “kind of white 
noise,” said Kate Blackburn, 23, 
of Rosslyn. 

So why does Metro have a police 
number? Why bombard commuters 
and tourists with an alternative to 
911, perhaps the most recognized 
phone number in the country? 

Metro says the announcement, 
along with station signs display- 
ing the number, is about remind- 
ing riders to be vigilant while also 
giving them a way to reach Tran- 
sit Police. 

“We have roughly 500 police 
officers,” said Metro Transit Police 
Chief Michael Taborn, the voice 
behind the announcement. “The

In Chicago, where city police pa- 
trol the system, riders are told to 
call 911. And although Philadel- 
phia’s transit system has its own 
police force and a phone num- 
ber, riders are encouraged to 
call 911. (TWP) 


thousands of [rider] eyes and ears 
that are out there can benefit us.” 

Metro Transit Police, founded 
in 1976, has jurisdiction in the Dis- 
trict, Maryland and Virginia. Its 
officers are responsible for 86 rail 
stations spread over 1,500 square 
miles and 160 bus lines. 

Ron Pavlik, deputy chief of 
Transit Police, said that most rid- 
ers who want to report a problem 
go to station managers or to train 


or bus operators. And everyone 
knows 911, but riders need a num- 
ber for situations that aren’t emer- 
gencies, Pavlik said. 

Some riders said they didn’t 
realize that Metro has its own 
police force with its own number. 
Others said they had heard the 
message but never paused to save 
the number. 

“You’ve heard that announce- 
ment so many times that you don’t 
hear it anymore,” said Robin Pow- 
ers of Alexandria after Taborn’s 
voice rang out in McPherson Square 
on a recent afternoon. 

So what can Metro do to catch 
the attention of busy commuters? 

“They need to come up 
with a jingle,” Powers said.

Metrobus Mobile Tracker App Goes Silent 


Washington 

A popular smartphone app that 
tracks Metrobus arrivals has 
stopped working. 

NextBus DC, which uses Glob- 
al Positioning System tracking 
and other data to determine when 
the next bus will arrive at a stop, 
quit working a few weeks ago 


after a contract ended between 
a company and the inventor of 
the tracking technology. 

The data for NextBus DC was 
provided by a company called 
NextBus in Emeryville, Calif. 

But a contract between the 
company and Ken Schmier — who 
invented the bus-tracking tech- 
nology — ended in mid-December. 


“The time, effort and ener- 
gy it takes to supply the custom- 
ized feed doesn’t make sense 
when the same data is available 
through [Metro’s] website for 
any third-party developer,” said 
Larry Rosenshein, vice presi- 
dent of sales, marketing and busi- 
ness development of NextBus.

Homicides Down Across Region 


D.C. hits milestone 
with under 100; big 
drop in Pr. George’s 

Washington 

The number of homicides dropped 
again last year in the Washington 
region, including in the District, 
which grew in population and yet 
recorded the fewest killings in a 
half century. 

As of Monday evening, the 
District had 88 killings in 2012, 
a milestone for D.C. Police Chief 
Cathy Lanier, whose long-stand- 
ing goal has been fewer than 100 
homicides. As recently as 2009, the 


District had 140 killings. In 2011, 
there were 108. 

In Prince George’s County, 
where crime dropped in near- 
ly every category, there were 63 
homicides, down from 97 in 2011, 
a harkening back to the 1980s, 
when the county had more farm- 
land than urban centers or upscale 
subdivisions. 

Police point to several reasons 
for the decrease, which has been 
part of a years-long national trend 
in some major cities across the 
country. Authorities have broken 
up dozens of violent gangs, seized 
thousands of guns, used technology 
to monitor the streets and direct- 
ed additional resources to high-

crime areas. 

And District officials have given 
residents a financial incentive to 
provide tips: Nearly $600,000 
in reward money was paid out 
last year. 

“We used to have 11 shoot- 
ings and seven, eight homicides 
in a weekend,” Lanier said in a 
recent interview. “Now we’ll have 


a whole weekend where we don’t 
respond to a shooting.” 

Killings in some of the region’s 
suburbs, where violent crimes are 
far more infrequent, remained 
about the same as the previous 
year, with Montgomery County 
recording 15 and Alexandria none. 

A few counties posted increas- 
es: Fairfax had 17 and Arlington 
had four. In 2011, there were 11 
homicides in Fairfax and none 
in Arlington. 

Although homicides have 
fallen, robberies have been a 
stubborn problem in the Dis- 
trict. Smartphones and design- 
er apparel are popular targets.

New Laws Take 
Effect for 2013 


A new year means several new laws 
are taking effect in Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Maryland is banning arsenic in 
chicken feed, extending the concept 
of “good time credits” to people 
on probation and parole and giv- 
ing parents a new tool to protect 
their children from identity theft. 

In Virginia, it will be harder for 
state and local governments to take 
property in the name of eminent 
domain. Voters overwhelmingly 
approved a constitutional amend- 
ment on the issue in November. 

Most laws passed during Vir- 
ginia and Maryland’s 2012 legis- 
lative sessions have already taken 
effect, but several had delayed-

Three teams made it a clean 
sweep, saying goodbye to the GM 
along with the coach — San Diego, 
Cleveland, Arizona. General man- 
agers also were fired in Jacksonville 
and New York, where Rex Ryan 
held on to his coaching job with 
the Jets despite a losing record. 

Reid was the longest tenured of 


the coaches, removed after 14 sea- 
sons and a Super Bowl appearance 
in 2005 — a loss to New England. 
Smith spent nine seasons with 
the Bears.
